| Department of Agriculture 


The condition of grain, fodder and 
root crops in Alberta is very distinctly 
improved at the present time on ac- 
count of a month of favorable weather 

Over practically the entire province. 

| In the Peace River country the crops 
are generally quite heavy and the cut 
ting period is beginning in the case of 
barley und early wheat and will be well 
advanced with respect to these two 
grains by the 25th of August. Root 
crops are excellent, cattle and horses 
are looking well and there are great in- 
creases in cattle stock due to the offer- 
ings from the south.

dry earlier in the season, crops of all 
kinds are conceded to be at present 
quite beyond expections ofa month 
ago. Briefly the situation in Central 
Alberta is this. Early grain crops are 
not heavy, this applies particularly to 
wheat. Early cats are not heavy but 
where not too early they have shown 
greater recuperstion than was expected 
and barley isa good crop in most places 
and the late oat crop is going to be 
quite heavy. Roots are excellent. 
Pastures are improved very greatly. 
Tame hay isa light crop but the rains 
are going to do more than simply im- 


prove the pastures. There will be con 


siderable late hay cut as a result of 
irains duting the past three or four 
weeks, Cutting of all kinds of crops 


is general in Central Alberta. 


In Southern Albesta there is no 
much new to report with respect to 
\graincrops. There will be some feed 
on fields that have failed and the pas- 
tures are freshening. Flax is now do- 
| ing well but is not sufficiently advanced 


for this time of the year. 


The potato 
crop is considerably improved. Most 


of the south country has received about 


four inches of rain within the past three 


or four weeks. The soil is now in con 


dition for cultivation in pneparation 


| for next year.

| The chief value of the rain at the} 
present time is to relieve the anxicty 


| among the people who have cattle and 
| to strengthen prices for cattle that are 
| being put on the market to reduce 
stocks. Good stockers on the Calgary 
market have risen from six and a half 
to eight cents over the past fortnight 
and the demand is satisfactory at this 
|price. It has been generally recogniz- 
ed that the surplus of hay in Central 
and Northern Alberta is not as great 
as it was last year. On the other hand 
the selling services at the central 
markets are particularly active and the 
demand for stocker she stuff by farm- 
ers in Central and Northern Alberta is | 
very keen.

“Eventually the cities, towns and 
villages of the West wf require in 
dustries to give employment to theil 
werkmen, to provide trade for theit 
merchants, to stimulate their various 
local activities and to ensure their 
progress and maintain their prosper 

ity.” 

This passage is from a recent ad: 
dress by Air. J. S. Willison, Toronto, 
before the Canadian Club at Winnipeg. 
He had pointed out that eventually 
there would be a decline in immigra- 
tion, in land trading and in ali the 
activities which arose from vapid in- 
crease in population. To take thcir 
Diace there must be industrial activity 
if progress was to continue. 

“Without protection no nation ever 
achieved any considerable industrial 
supremacy,” said Mr. Willison.
